green growth creates a scene of harmony and tranquillity. From late 


winter to early summer the woodland gardens are embroidered 
with gentle drifts of plants. We have a large plant nursery and 
modern tea-room. 
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Cressing Temple 


The site of a Knights Templar settlement from 1137, this ancient 
farmstead offers a wealth of historic buildings. At its centre are 
two vast [3th century timber framed barns. An exhibition explores 
the building of the barns and a high platform offers stunning views 
into the roof, The early Tudor walled garden has been re-created 
in original style with ornamental features alongside herbs used for 
medicines and household uses. Tea-room and gift shop open on 
selected days. 


The Gibberd Garden 


Sir Frederick Gibberd designed and made his garden at Marsh 
Lane, Harlow, from the 1950s until has death in 1984. It is sited on 
the side of a small valley and planned as a series of rooms. Glades, 
groves, pools and alleys provide settings for some 50 sculptures, 
architectural salvage, large ceramic pots, a gazebo and a moated 
castle. It is recognised as an important contribution to 20th century 
garden design. 


Hedingham Castle and Gardens 
The mighty Castle of the de Vere's, Earls of Oxford, has stood as a 


potent symbol of their power since | 130. More than just a day out, 
a visit to Hedingham is the perfect way to enjoy the very best of 
historic Essex.

RHS Garden Hyde Hall 


With sweeping panoramas, big open skies and far reaching views 
a visit to Hyde Hall is a must for visitors of all ages. The garden 
boasts an eclectic range of inspirational horticultural styles from 
traditional to modern, providing interest and colour, whatever 
the weather or time of year. Highlights include the quintessential 
Hilltop Garden, the contemporary Australian and New Zealand 
Garden and the Mediterranean styled Dry Garden. Facilities 
include a licensed restaurant and café, shop and plant centre. 


Ingatestone Hall 


An imposing |6th century mansion in || acres of grounds built by 
Sir William Petre, Secretary of State to four Tudor Monarchs, and 
still occupied by his descendants. Elizabeth | stayed here on her 
royal progress of 156|.The house largely retains [ts original Tudor 
form and appearance (including two priest hiding places) and 1s 
filled with family portraits, furniture and memorabilia accumulated 
over the centuries. Available to visit or for private hire. 


Layer Marney Tower 


Layer Marney Tower is a magnificent red brick Tudor house built 

to rival that of Hampton Court. It is the tallest gatehouse in the 
country with stunning views from the top of the tower. It has lovely 
gardens, a medieval barn, rare breed farm animals and a one and 

a half mile circular, country walk. The church has three magnificent 
effigy tombs. There is car parking, a gift shop, tea-room and the 
Manderley Dolls House. 


Marks Hall 


With over 200 acres of gardens and arboretum there is a different 
tree in leaf and a different plant in bloom every day of the year 

at Marks Hall. In summer there is the stunning combination of 
contemporary landscaping and traditional planting in the Walled 
Garden: in winter the lakeside Millennium Walk is planted for 
structure, colour and scent on the shortest days of the year. 
The Visitor Centre, with tea shop, gift shop and plant centre 
is housed in a glorious Essex barn alongside the stream. 


Spencers Garden 


Romantic I8C walled garden laid out by Lady Anne Spencer, 
grand-daughter of the first Duke of Marlborough. Now overflowing 
with spectacle following Tom Stuart-Smith’s renovation. Supposedly 
oldest greenhouse in Essex. Huge tumbling wisteria, armies of 
‘true-blue’ Lord Butler delphiniums (‘‘Rab” lived at Spencers in 

later life), dazzling herbaceous border, vibrant green clover garden. 
Rich variety of roses, mature grounds with abundant ancient trees. 
Victorian woodland garden in little valley below.
